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Urges  Cooperation 

As  a  parent,  serving  in  the  capacity 
of  secretary  in  the  Cherry  Hill  School 
for  the  past  eight  years,  I  feel  compel¬ 
led  to  speak  out  in  behalf  of  the  Board 
of  Education’s  plan  to  place  the 
of  Education’s  plan  to  place  the  train- 
able  class  in  a  school  with  other  chil¬ 
dren. 

The  accusations  and  remarks  which 
have  recently  been  made  are  utterly  ap¬ 
palling  and  have  made  me  sichat  heart. 
Only  people  with  small  minds  -  people 
who  speak  off  the  top  of  their  heads, 
could  be  responsible  for  spreading  this 
type  of  propaganda.  I  do  not  take  issue 
with  any  of  the  learned  doctorswho  ex¬ 
pound  on  their  theories  of  how  train- 
able  children  should  be  educated  but  I 
speak  from  eight  years  of  personal  ex¬ 
perience  and  contact  with  these  young¬ 
sters  at  Cherry  Hill.  What  better  proof 
is  there,  than  actual  experience? 

I  have  found  that  these  children  get 
along  extremely  well  in  an  elemen¬ 
tary  school  situation.  They  participate 
in  many  of  our  school  programs;  re¬ 
ceive  their  music,  art,  physical  edu¬ 
cation  and  speech  instruction  just  as 
well  as  our  other  students.  They  min¬ 
gle  freely  with  other  children  and  tea¬ 
chers  and  are  accepted  by  all  as  part 
of  our  society. 


We  could  learn  many  lessons  from 
our  children  who  do  not  prejudge  peo¬ 
ple  and  who  have  the  wonderful  ability 
to  overlook  many  of  the  things  that  pre¬ 
judice  adults.  In  a  society  which  prom¬ 
ises  to  become  more  populated  as  the 
years  pass,  it  seems  most  important 
to  me,  that  we  ought  to  be  able  to  ac¬ 
cept  people  as  they  are  regardless  of 
physical  handicaps,  mental  deficien¬ 
cies,  race,  color  or  creed. 

Both  my  children  attended  Cherry 
Hill  School  -  Kindergarten  through 
sixth  grade  -  along  with  some  other 

2,500  youngsters  over  the  past  eight 
years.  During  this  period  there  has 
never  been  a  cause  for  concern  or  anx 
iety.  In  fact,  our  children  have  grown 
in  compassion  and  understanding  thru 
association  with  these  children. 

I  beg  the  parents  of  children  in  the 
Sixteenth  Avenue  School  to  think  over 
what  I  say  and  consider  the  wonderful 
experiences  we  have  had  at  the  Cherry 
Hill  School.  Work  with  the  Board,  the 
Principals  and  Teachers  in  making  our 
school  system  available  to  all  seeking 
an  education.

at  the 

BORO  COUNCIL  MEETING 


Only  four  Councilman  were  there  to 
answer  the  roll  call  at  the  last  Council 
meeting,  with  Mayor  Molnar  and 
Councilmen  Pulzone  and  Goodwin 
absent  combatting  the  old  virus  bug. 
As  President  of  the  Council,  Council¬ 
man  Earl  Sattler  sat  in  the  Mayor’s 
chair  and  conducted  the  meeting. 

A  contract  was  awarded  to  the 
Traffic  Control  and  Equipment  Co.  of 
Hackensack  to  install  a  traffic  light 
at  the  intersection  of  Linden  Avenue 
and  the  Boulevard.  We  can  all  rest 
a  little  easier  now  that  this  has  become 
a  reality.  This  intersection  has  been 
a  hazardous  one,  particularly  since 
Linden  Avenue  was  made  a  thoroughfare 
by  the  construction  of  Route  80. 

Regarding  the  road  improvement 
ordinance,  the  bonding  attorneys  were 
of  the  opinion  that  Mayor  Molnar’s 
partial  veto  would  effect  the  entire 
ordinance  which  included,  along  with 
Gardner’s  Lane,  eleven  other  streets 
in  the  Boro.  Mayor  Elect  St.  George 
moved  to  take  action  to  reconsider 
this  m-dinance,  but  nothing  could  be 
don«^o  override  the  veto  at  this 
meeting,  since  Councilman  Hampel’s 
abstention  from  voting  left  only  three 
Councilman  to  vote  on  the  motion. 
Four  votes  are  needed.  Councilman 
Hampel,  at  Mr.  Andora’s  suggestion, 
has  abstained  from  voting  on  this 
ordinance  since  he  is  agent  for  homes 
being  built  on  Gardner’s  Lane.  A 
special  meeting  to  resolve  this  situa¬ 
tion  was  called  for  this  evening. 

An  ordinance  was  passed,  which  set 
the  pay  scale  for  the  post  of  Assistant 
Municipal  Clerk  (presently  held  by  Mrs. 
Erma  Eckert)  at  $5,700  to  $6,100. 
Mrs.  Eckert’s  old  salary  scale  had 
been  $4,100  to  $5,000. 

Mrs.  Rose  Collura,  who  has  been 
working  in  the  tax  office  on  a  part 
time  basis,  was  appointed,  again  on  a 
temporary  basis,  as  tax  accounting 
machine  operator  pending  a  Civil  Ser¬ 
vice  examination. 

Fire  Chief  John  Garko,  who  is  in 
favor  of  naming  former  Councilman 
George  Geissler  as  Acting  Fire  Pre¬ 
vention  Bureau  Chief,  was  greatly 
disturbed  over  a  petition  presented  to 
the  Mayor  and  Council  recommending 
Edwin  Yearance  to  the  post.  Garko 
requested  a  copy  of  the  petition  which 
was  signed  by  39  of  the  110  men  in 
the  department.  He  was  adamant  about 
the  opinion  that  only  the  Fire  Chiefhas 
the  authority  to  designate  the  Fire 
Prevention  Bureau  Chief.  A  motion 
was  made  to  table  the  action  for 
further  study. 

Mr.  Robert  Ross  took  exception  to

He  went  on  to  say  that  since 
the  Council  seems  to  be  mainly  inter¬ 
ested  in  problems  concerning  the 
apartments  who  is  there  to  represent 
the  homeowners,  and  that  perhaps  what 
is  needed  in  our  Boro  is  a  Homeowners 
Association  to  look  after  the  rights  of 
the  Homeowners. 

Mrs.  Ann  Vdlosin  of  297  Kipp  Ave. 
agreed  with  Mr.  Ross.  She  has  been 
complaining  for  some  time  about  rats 
and  sewers  backing  up,  but  no  action 
has  been  taken.  Mr.  Sattler  assured 
her  this  will  be  looked  into  by  the 
Board  of  Health  and  the  Borough 
Engineer. 

Mr.  Sattler’s  move  to  appoint  four 
new  patrolmen  to  our  inadequately 
staffed  Police  Department  fell  flat  on 
its  face.  He  couldn’t  even  get  a  second 
to  the  motion! 

Andrew  Moolick  of  317  Kipp  Avenue 
asked  if  it  would  be  permissable  for 
the  Empire  Overall  Company  to  install 
a  laundry  unit  in  this  area.  Boro 
Attorney  Andora  ruled  this  is  not 
permissable  in  a  D  zone  and  that 
Empire’s  only  recourse  is  to  apply 
to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  for  a 
variance. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  before 
10:00  p.m.

“The  student  has  his  Rome,  his 
Florence,  his  whole  glowing  Italy, 
within  the  four  walls  of  his  library. 
He  has  in  his  books  the  ruins  of  an 
antique  world  and  the  glories  of  a1 
modern  one.”  -  Longfellow. 

Perhaps  this  was  one  of  the  thoughts 
when  the  East  Paterson  Public  Library 
opened  it’s  doors  to  the  people  8  years 
ago.  There  were  some,  of  course,  who 
felt  that  the  library  would  never  be 
used,  but  the  achievements  of  this 
small  athenaeum  are  great. 

In  the  last  eight  years,  the  library 
has  circulated  over  415,301  books,  or 
about  40  books  for  every  resident. 
Registration  reached  10,000  when  Kim 
Laurie  Goble,  a  sixth  grade  student  at 
Gantner  Avenue  School  received  her 
card.  The  Borough  gave  the  library 
an  additional  387  sq.  ft.  of  space  by 
walling  in  part  of  the  lobby  in  the  Mun¬ 
icipal  Building.  The  library  has  reg¬ 
istered  45%  of  the  Borough’s  pop*- 
ulation,  placing  it  far  ahead  of  the 
National  average  of  29%  registration 
per  community.  And  yet,  with  these 
accomplishments,  the  library  is  in 
poor  financial  crisis,  not  to  mention 
the  overcrowded  conditions.  The  li¬ 
brary  has  reached  it’s  limit  of  pos¬ 
sible  expansion  in  it’s  present  lo¬ 
cation.

“The  money  we  are  given  to  run 
this  library  is  inadequate.  Our  bud¬ 
get  was  cui  "ast  year  from  $36,000  to 
$34,000  whe*  Mu, 000  is  needed  to  op¬ 
erate,”  said  Mr.  Stanley  Itkin,  Li¬ 
brary  Director.  He  went  on  to  say, 
“Because  of  this  cut  in  funds,  we  have 
had  to  cut  hours,  personnel,  and  the 
number  of  books  that  are  bought.  We 
have  had  to  eliminate  our  summer  read¬ 
ing  program  and  we  need  a  children’s 
librarian.” 

All  these  problems  will  eventually 
'  be  solved  when  the  new  library  is  built 
on  the  site  at  Boulevard  between  North 
and  Orchard  Streets.  The  cost  of  the 
new  library  will  be  about  $350,000.  It 
will  cover  an  area  between  10,000  and 
15,000  sq.  ft.  There  will  be  100  seats 
compared  to  the  now  small  number  of 
40  and  there  will  be  50,000  volumes. 

Of  course,  pessimism  gets  the  best 
of  people  when  things  go  wrong  for  too 
long,  and  Mr.  Itkin  felt  that  I, “would 
'  be  a  grandfather  by  the  time  the  new

THE  SPIRIT  OF  GOD 
“God  is  a  Spirit”.  What  happens 
when  “the  Spirit  of  God  moves?”

WHAT  IS  THE  PURPOSE  OF  FRESH¬

ARE  THERE  DIFFERENCES  BE¬

IS  THIS  ALSO  THE  PURPOSE  OF  FAC¬ 
IAL  MASKS? 

Many  masks  are  astringent  in  their 
action  and  are  designed  to  correct  oil¬ 
iness  and  large  pores.  But  there  are 
also  masks,  liquid  andclay, whosepur- 
pose  is  merely  to  stimulate,  freshen  and 
tone  the  skin.

Speaking  of  Christmas  cards  -  here 
are  some  interesting  facts  concerning 
them.  According  to  the  Greeting 
Card  Association,  more  than  three 
billion  Christmas  Cards  will  be  sent 
this  December.  This  breaks  down  to 
about  16  for  every  man,  woman  and 
child  in  the  country.  $300  million 
will  be  spent  to  mail  them... .the  average 

family  sends  60  cards . It  is  said  that 

the  idea  of  the  Christmas  card  came 
from  Sir  Henry  Cole,  of  London  who  was 
the  first  director  of  the  Victoria  and 
Albert  Museum,  and  this  goes  back  to 

1843 . A  German  by  the  name  of 

Louis  Prang  introduced  the  greeting 

card  to  our  country  in  1875 . Five 

years  later  from  his  printing  shop  in 
Boston,  he  was  printing  five  million 
cards  a  year.  His  cards  sold  from 
8<?  a  dozen  to  one  dollar  each.  Mr. 
Prang’s  good  fortune  held  out  only  until 
1890,  when  he  was  forced  to  abandon 
his  Christmas  Card  line  by  his  competi¬ 
tion.  The  variety  of  Christmas  Card 
designs  today  are  estimated  to  be  about 
50,000. 

This  year’s  Christmas  Card  from  the 
White  House  will  be  a  delicately  painted 
snow  scene  done  from  the  south  lawn 
and  showing  the  family  entrance  to  the 
President’s  house.  The  background 
shows  an  informal  family  grouping  of 
two  young  girls,  a  tiny  woman,  a  very 
tall  man  and  two  dogs.  This  will  be 
the  highly  prized  card  which  will  be 
hand  delivered  around  Washington. 

President  and  Mrs.  Johnson  will  also 
send  a  second  card  with  the  P  residential 
seal  in  gold  on  white.  Last  year  the 
First  Family  sent  about  1,400  cards 
and  received  over  30,000!

Don’t  these  Peanut  Butter  Creme 


Why  not  give  this  glamorous  dessert 
a  whirl?  Here’s  the  recipe: 


Peanut  Butter  Creme  Meringues 
2  egg  whites 
1/8  teaspoon  salt 
1/8  teaspoon  cream  of  tartar 
1/2  cup  sugar 
1/2  teaspoon  vanilla 

Peanut  Butter  Whipped  Cream 
Beat  egg  whites,  salt,  and  cream 
of  tartar  until  foamy  throughout.  Add 
sugar,  2  tablespoons  at  a  time,  beat¬ 
ing  thoroughly  after  each  addition. 
Continue  beating  until  meringue  will 
form  stiff  shiny  peaks.  Add  vanilla 
and  beat  well.  (Entire  beating  process 
takes  about  10  minutes.) 

For  individual  3-inch  Meringue 
Shells  -  Using  a  spoon  or  pastry  tube, 
shape  meringue  in  rounds  on  brown 
paper  cut  to  fit  baking  sheet,  making 
each  about  3  inches  in  diameter  and 
1-1/4  inches  high.  With  a  spoon, 
make  a  depression  in  the  center  of 
each.  Make  at  250  degrees  for  40 
minutes;  then  turn  off  heat  and  cool  in 
oven  60  minutes  or  overnight.  When 
thoroughly  cooled,  fill  with  Peanut 
Butter  Whipped  Cream.  Makes  4  to  6 
shells. 

Peanut  Butter  Whipped  Cream 
1  package  (5-1/2  oz.)  peanut  butter 
flavor  chips 
1/4  cup  water 

1  cup  (1/2  pint)  heavy  cream 
Combine  chips  and  water  in  sauce¬ 
pan  and  melt  over  low  heat,  stirring  t 
constantly.  Cool  to  room  temperature. 

Whip  cream  just  until  it  holds  soft 
peaks.  Stir  small  amount  into  cooled, 
melted  chips.  Then  fold  chip  mixture 
into  whipped  cream.  Makes  about  2-1/2 
cups.

NAVEL  ORDINANCE 

It  has  been  said  that  limits  on  freedom  of  expression  are 
of  two  generic  kinds  -  artistic  and  moral.  Even  veterans  of 
the  flight  for  freedom  of  expression,  who  remember  battles 
for  what  appear  in  retrospect  as  inoffensive  works  like 
“Jurgen”  or  “Ulysses,’  testify  to  their  surprise  as  what  is 
now  accepted  as  perfectly  matter  of  course.  This  applies' 
not  only  to  books  but  all  artistic  media.  What  is  pornographic, 
lewd  or  immoral?  The  girlie  magazines,  movie  ads,  TV 
commercials  leave  little  to  the  imagination.  Now.  Seventeen, 
“America’s  Teen-age  Magazine,”  has  lifted  its  restriction 
requiring  that  all  navels  be  airbrushed  out  of  photographs. 
Thus,  Seventeen  joins  the  ranks  of  other  anatomically  impec¬ 
cable  publications.  It  is  reported  that  one  magazine’s  art 
director  is  esthetically  offended  by  navels  on  some  lanky 
girls  because  he  regards  them  as  too  high.  He  airbrushes 
out  the  real  thing  and  draws  a  substitute  in  below.  It’s  a 
far  cry  from  the  days  of  my  youth  when  the  New  York  Times 
refused  to  publish  anything  with  even  the  hint  of  cleavage  or 
too  much  display  of  bare  skin.  And,  it  wasn’t  too  long  ago 
when  the  Saturday  Evening  Post  and  other  magazines  were 
refusing  cigarette  and  whisky  advertising.  Perhaps  there  are 
too  many  self-appointed  censors.  However,  the  line  must  be 
drawn  somewhere,  in  this  era  of  the  topless  and  bottomless 
bathing  suit. 

ADVERTISING  ADVERTISING 

The  Advertising  Checking  Bureau  notes  that  pages  on  the 
function  of  advertising  have  popped  up  all  over  the  country, 
sponsored  by  newspapers  or  local  agencies.  In  Danbury, 
Connecticut,  a  handsomely  restrained  page  tells  the  advertising 
story  with  dignity  and  taste:  What  advertising  does  is  to  tell 
people  about  new  and  better  things  -  and  new  features  of 
established  favorites  -  and  where  they  can  be  bought.  In  a  very 
real  sense  to  increase  demand  and  lead  the  way  to  lower  prices. 
It  is  literally  and  actually  true  that  practically  everything  you 
buy  would  cost  more  if  there  were  no  advertising.  Without 
advertising  to  inform  the  public,  there  couldn’t  be  mass  produc¬ 
tion  as  we  know  it  today  with  all  its  economies  and  advantages. 
People  can’t  buy  things  -  or  want  things  -  unless  they  know 
they  exist.  (Editor’s  Note:  Read  the  ads  and  enjoy  your 
Christmas  shopping.)  Jack  O’Brian  in  the  New  York  Journal- 
American  reports  (chuckle)that  radio  personality  Ed  Fitzgerald 
and  his  wife  Pegeen  live  across  the  street  from  New  York’s 
St.  Jean  Baptiste  Church.  Not  long  ago  he  noticed  that  a  stone 
cherub  ATOP  THE  CHURCH  HAD  TOPPLED  OVER. 
Telephoning  the  church,  Fitzgerald  said,  “I’d  like  to  report  a 
fallen  angel.”

TYPING  CONTESTS 

The  current  issue  of  the  FBE  BULLETIN,  published  by  the 
Foundation  for  Business  Education,  features  an  exclusive 
interview  with  George  L.  Hossfield,  the  greatest  typist  of  all 
time.  I  was  particularly  interested  because  George  and  I  have 
been  friends  for  45  years.  In  the  early  days  of  my  business 
career,  we  frequently  rode  the  same  trains.  There  was  even 
a  period  of  time  when  a  group  of  us  commuted  in  his  Model  T. 
I  knew  all  about  George  long  before  I  met  him.  He,  Albert 
Tangora,  the  late  Barney  Stapert,  Arthur  Neuenhaus,  and  I  came 
from  the  same  business  school.  I  attended  my  first  contest 
in  1920.  The  world’s  professional  championship  was  won  by 
George  who  typed  for  an  hour  at  the  rate  of  131  net  words  per 
minute  after  deducting  10  words  for  each  error.  He  won  his 
first  professional  championship  in  1918  writing  at  the  rate  of 
143  words  a  minute.  His  third  championship  was  won  in  1921 
at  136.  He  won  in  1922  at  144  words.  Albert  Tangora  won  the 
crown  for  the  next  three  years.  Hossfield  regained  the 
championship  in  1926,  1927,  1929,  1930,  and  1937.  Thus, 
George  Hossfield,  10  times  world’s  professional  champion 
typist,  became  an  inspiration  to  countless  numbers  of 
aspiring  typists,  stenographers  and  secretaries  all  over  the 
world.  He  became  an  international  traveler,  lecturing,  and 
demonstrating  his  typing  ability  with  effortless  ease  and  great 
enthusiasm.  The  contest  I  remember  most  vividly  was  the 
last  one  won  by  George,  which  was  held  in  Toronto,  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Canadian  National  Exhibition.  The  late  Lee 
Trenholm ,  veteran  publicist ,  used  his  personality  and  persuasion 
to  charm  the  staid  city  fathers  to  permit  a  motorcade  of 
champions  and  aspiring  champions  to  ride  through  the  streets 
of  Toronto.  Nearly  every  state  and  every  province  was  repre¬ 
sented.  The  contest  had  all  the  excitement  of  a  Miss  America 
pageant.  George  Hossfield  was  the  winner  writing  139  net 
words  a  minute  for  the  hour  (5-strokes  per  word  count). 
No  professional  championship  typewriting  contests  have  been 
held  since  1946.  Albert  Tangora  won  the  championship  seven 
times.  As  previously  noted,  Hossfield  won  the  title  ten  times. 
I  have  a  fond  recollection  of  being  invited  to  attend  a  victory 
supper  after  the  championship  had  been  verified.  I  was  a  happy 
occasion  and  I  was  impressed  with  the  dessert  which  was  Baked 
Alaska  carried  en  flambe  in  the  darkened  dining  room  of  the 
Royal  York  Hotel.

THEY  DON’T  SCORE  TOUCHDOWNS 
CATCH  PASSES.  CALL

A  fired  up  Lodi  Ram  team  bent  on 
breaking  a  six  year  jinx  proved  that 
their  ‘65  season  record  was  no  fluke. 

In  the  first  half  after  an  exchange 
of  punts,  Buster  “The  Toe”  Hodum 
tried  to  get  East  Paterson  on  the 
scoreboard  with  a  25  yard  field  goal 
that  was  low.  Quarterback  Ira  Kirsch, 
who  doubles  as  the  fourth  running  back 
in  the  backfield  (the  opposite  way  elud¬ 
ing  would  be  tacklers  in  pass  plays) 
hit  junior  halfback  Rich  Skudera  with  a 
35  yard  bullet.  Skudera  out-raced  the 
Lodi  defenders  the  remaining  25  yards 
for  a  touchdown.  Hodum  then  hit  the 
uprights  dead  center  for  the  extra  point. 
He  could  have  been  30  yards  out  on  this 
one  and  still  made  it.  By  the  second 
quarter,  Big  Nick  Ferrara  was  injured 
and  sat  out  at  least  ten  minutes  of  game, 
time.  Being  the  leader  of  the  gang,, 
he  insisted  on  returning  in  the  third 
quarter.  His  game  heart  was  an 
inspiration  to  his  team-mates. 

The  Crusaders  suffered  another  blow 
at  halftime  when  big  Andy  Kunish, 
offensive  guard  and  linebacker  on 
defense,  suffered  a  nose  injury  and  was 
out  the  remainder  of  play.

Dancing  Kirsch  again  scrambled 
behind  the  line  of  scrimmage  and 
looked  like  he  was  pinned  in  by  the 
hard  charging  Rams,  when  he  suddenly 
stopped  and  winged  a  long  bomb  to  Gary 
Karl,  who  was  covered  by  two 
defenders.  Gary,  who  is  the  lightest 
backfield  man  on  the  squad,  but  is  one 
of  the  toughest  competitors  in  play, 
leaped  high  and  snared  the  pigskin  for 
a  touchdown.
